GREEN  PLANTS

and  are  rooted  in  sand,  in  which  the  temperature  is 
carefully  controlled.  After  the  cuttings  are  rooted 
and  potted  in  a  carefully  prepared  mixture  of  soil 
and  are  then  kept  in  a  warm  house  until  the  plants 
have  a  chance  to  take  a  firm  hold  and  are  then  shifted 
to  a  cooler  house  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  after 
which  they  are  again  moved,  this  time  to  a  cold 
frame  where  they  are  properly  hardened  off.  This 
means  a  lot  of  extra  work  but  the  results  to  our 
customers  more  than  pays  for  our  time. 

Once  you  have  grown  our  green  plants  we  feel 
sure  that  you  will  be  more  than  satisfied  with  the 
results. 

Our  green  plants  are  grown  and  shipped  in  3x3x3 
wooden  boxes.  This  is  approximately  the  equal  of 
a  4-inch  pot  and  practically  eliminates  the  matting  and 
tangling  of  roots  insuring  a  well  developed  clump 
of  roots.
